+ The City Ice, & Fuel Co. pre- 
cooling plant at Lake Harbor is 
nearing completion and will be in 
operation within the next three or 
four weeks.

The heavy machinery is 
installed and finishing work 
rapidly drawing to a close. 

The plant is located on a. 14 
acre fill adjacent to the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railway tracks at 
Lake Harbor. It has a capacity 
of 150 tons of ice per day and the 
pre-cooling system is ‘capable of 
pre-cooling 25 cars of fresh vege- 
tables daily.
